Rejecting Premier Ben¬ 
nett's passionate pleas for 
a government member, 
Oak Bay's voters Monday 
elected Liberal Allan Cox 
to the legislature.

The premier, whose capital 
residence is in the riding, called 
on Oak Bay voters during the 
campaign In at last send 
someone to the legislature who 
would not be a government 
critic. The response was dearly 
negative.

Instead, the Liberals enriched 
their popularity in Oak Bay. 
where Mr. Cox received 59 per 
cent of the papular vote. 

Alan Mac- 
fariane, who resigned the aeat 
for an appointment tn the 
British Columbia Supreme 
Court, was elected with a 
maturity of M per cent in the 
S e ptember, OK, provincial 
election.

In fits of temper, principals and teachers have 
strapped Grade 1 children, says Greater Victoria 
school trustee John Portents. 

He aints the practice stopped. 

His move to abolish strapping throughout the 
school d istr ic t was made at Mo nday n ights school 
board meeting and will be considered again at the 
Board's August meeting. 

“There are children strapped in elementary 
school In Grade 1. very often In a fit of temper by 
the teacher or principal, and it is strictly unneces¬ 
sary,” he told the board. 

* * * 

M I think it is time It was stopped.” 

Mr. Porteous said he feels strapping is not the 
most effective way to discipline students. 

He cited a recent questionaire sent out to stu¬ 
dents and parents from Reynolds high school, which 
this year has stopped all strapping in school. Asked 
if they agreed with the plan. 73 per cent of students 
and 91 per cent of the parents frit it was good. 

Only 16 per cent of students, and three per cent 
of parents efisagreed. while the rest had no opinion. 

* * * 

■ Strapping.” maintained Mr. Porteous. “doesn't 
do the child any good, and there are other forms 
of punishment and counselling, particularly at the 
elementary level, which will help the child.'’ 

Dr. A. V. Rogers said he frit alternative means 
of punishment would be longwinded. 

“I think for the ordinary common or garden 
trivial offence we should still leave it to the judg¬ 
ment of the teachers or principals whether they 
should resort to corporal punishment — it is a 
relatively trivial thing.” he said. 

“I disagree one hundred per cent with aboli¬ 
tion.” he said. 

Mr. Porteous observed that Victoria is not 
operating under the ages-okl English school system. 

* * * 

‘To abolish the strap completely is a ridiculous 
motion.” retorted Dr. Rogers. 

Trustee Leslie Karagianis said he has seen ex¬ 
amples of children corrected hy corporal punish¬ 
ment and children disciplined in other ways, and 
he would like to see strapping stopped. 

“Often you simply build up a resentment in the 
child.” 

Corporal punishment, he said, has been abol¬ 
ished in the navy because nothing much was ac¬ 
complished by it. 

Dr. Rogers maintained that children who do 
wrong expect to be punished. “They would rather 
get it over with by a strapping—then it is done with 
and they can forget it. 

* ♦ * 

‘To drag it out with meetings and things Is 
making an awful issue of offences which are rela¬ 
tively trivial,” he said. 

“Strapping has value and has wor ke d over the 
years, used with discretion and not with anger and 
temper.” 

Dr. Canon Jameson felt that a good teacher 
would never have to use corporal punishment. 

“He should be able to get the students atten¬ 
tion. and if this proves impassible the defiant stud¬ 
ent should be sent home to contemplate his misdo¬ 
ing. We can't condone this form of punishment.” 

♦ * * 

“I am against strapping in school but not in 
my home,” said Dr. Donald Shorting. “I think a lot 
of youngsters who get the strap in adnool are the 
ones without discipline at home. At home I use cor¬ 
poral punishment In the form of my hand hi two 
areas.* 

Board chairman Peter Bunn said corporal pun¬ 
ishment in school is very formal. “There are witnes¬ 
ses. a book, and great rigmarole. It Is pretty out¬ 
dated and medieval.” 

* * * 

That doesn't necessarily make it wrong,” said 
Dr. Rogers. 

Assistant district superintendant A. J. 
Longmore calculated that abolition of strapping 
would mean tripling the budget for special services 
staff (counsellors). 

He ask) strapping Is permitted under the Act, 
hut with formal regulations “not only for the pro¬ 
tection of the student, but also for the protection of 
the teacher.” 

The r e as on for the punishment, and the number 
of strokes, had to be recorded in a book. J 

* * * 

“From the administration we have made state¬ 
ments to school principals that we are discouraging 
this, and it should be used as a last resort only’.** 
said Mr. Longmore. 

He said discipline in the schools should be re¬ 
lated to discipline in society, and this has been un¬ 
dergoing changes particularly in the last decade. 

The school is an agent of society, and should 
he as society desires.” he added. 

* * * 

Dr. Rogers Ad not think the school board 
should necessarily accept the standards of society. 

“Society these days has relatively few or no 
standards, and if we go along with that we are per¬ 
petuating it,” he said. 

Mr. Longmore was asked to report on school 
records of punishments in rea&ness fora discussion 
at the next board meeting.
